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Labor Day holiday talks continue 


UAW wage target tagged a ‘shock’ 


DETROIT (UPI)—The 
United Auto Workers made 
“dollars and cents" wage de¬ 
mands to twin strike targets 
General Motors and Chrysler 
Saturday which GM called a 
"shock.'’ 

. The union and bath com- 
7 panies negotiated through the 
.Labor Day weekend in hopes 
■of avoiding a Sept. 15 strike, 
m. Leonard Woodcock, the 
:tUAW president who person- 
rally presented the wages de- 
nmands, accused GM of "di¬ 
vine arrogance” and said he 
was "no! very opllmistic." 

Earl R. DrambleU, chief 
GM negotiator, also was pes¬ 
simistic. 

“ff he (Woodcock) is fixed 


on the items he gave us to¬ 
day, we’ve got a real prob¬ 
lem,” Bramblett said. He said 
the union demands are "very, 
very large" and left him “in 
a state ot shock." 

John D. Leary, Chrysler 
vice president-administra¬ 
tion, also called the union 
demands “extremely large" 
and said "we are far apart." 
But he said “we expect to gel 
to work and reach agreement 
—hopefully without an inter¬ 
ruption of work." 

Woodcock has said the 
nearly 400,000 auto workers at 
GM and 100,000 at Chrysler 
will strike unless agreement 
is readied when the current 
three-year pacts expire at 


midnight Sept. 14. Only Ford, 
hit by a seven week strike In 
1967, has been exempted from 
a strike by its 200,000 UAW 
workers. 

Woodcock presented 
only first-year demands 
on wages and neither Ihe 
union nor ihe auto companies 
would disclose exactly what 
they were. 

The union previously asked 
only for a “substantial" raise. 
The average wage now Is 
$4.05 an hour, the Companies 
countered with an offer of a 
75 per cent increase in the 
first year, Including 26 cents 
hourly In cost-of-living raises 
guaranteed under the present 
contracts, plus another 3 per 


cent in each of Ihe second 
and third years, 

“The key lo what we de¬ 
mand In wages in years two 
and three depends on what 
they agree to on the cost-of-, 
living," Woodcock said. 

The expiring contracts 
provided a 1-cent hourly 
raise for each .4 per cent 
jump In the Labor Depart¬ 
ment’s cost-of-living index, fig¬ 
ured annually, with a limit of 
8 cents an hour per year. 
Anything above that was lo 
he carried over into the new 
contracL 

Woodcock said the union de¬ 
mands in Its new contract a 
t-cenl hourly raise for each .3 
per cent hike in the index, 


figured quarterly, with no 
limit. 

If the industry rejects the 
U A W ’ s . cost-of-living de¬ 
mands, Woodcock saia, the 
union will have to raise its 
sights on wages for the sec¬ 
ond and third years, "but that 
would lead us down the road 
to Inflation.” 

Union and company sub¬ 
committees went to work on 
details in Ihe negotiations im¬ 
mediately after the “main 
table” talks Saturday. At 
Ford, meantime, talks were 
recessed Saiurday. Work is 
expected to resume at all 
three points Sunday and La¬ 
bor Day.

New Left forms half FBI list 


.... WASHINGTON (UPI) 
—Half the fugitives now nn 
T the FBI’s "most wanted" list 
..are New Left political activ- 
‘ isls who have been cliarged 
wilh serious crimes. 

",. The list was expanded 
Thursday from the usual total 
of 10 to 14 with Ihe addition of 
Jour young men accused af 
'bombing the Army Math- 
hematics Research Center at 
the University of Wisconsin. 

, Already on the list were H. 
yRap Brown, a black militant; 
'Angela Davis, a self-pro¬ 


claimed Marxist and former 
instructor at Ihe University of 
California's Berkeley 
campus; and Cameron David 
Bishop, a member uf the Rtu- 
dents for A Democratic 
Society. 

Leaders of Ihe Black Pan¬ 
ther Party and some student 
groups have charged that the 
government is embarked on a 
campaign of repression aimed 
at radical organizations 
around the nation. 

FBI Director. J. Ed- 
gar Hoover said last Decem¬ 


ber that “legitimate author¬ 
ity” in the United Stales is 
being eroded by violence and 
"New Left disruption.” 

But Thomas E. Bishop, as¬ 
sistant FBI director for crime 
records, insisted Saturday 
that the nation’s top law en¬ 
forcement agency had not 
made any conscious shitt 
away from bank robbers and 
confidence men in making up 
Its most wanted list. 

“There is no change in the 
criteria for putting them on," 
Bishop said in an interview. 


Wisconsin campus case 

Canada police net spreads 
in hunt for bomb suspects 


OTTAWA (UPI 1—Two of 
the four suspects In the fatal 
bombing of a research labora¬ 
tory at the Uni versity 
of, Wisconsin reached Canada 
early this week and the other 
two were last seen heading in 
that’ direction, but then 
Whereabouts Saturday were 
unknown. 

' A Canada-wide police alert 
has been issued for the four 
youths, who it now appears 
have slipped through 
the fingers of the police three 
times, together or in pairs, 
since the laboratory 
was bombed Aug 4. 

Mounted Police In¬ 
spector George Potts said 
that the mounties have veri¬ 
fied information that David S. 
Fine, 18, of Wilmington, Del., 
and Leo'F. Burl, 22, of Dar¬ 
by, Fa., were in Peterbor¬ 
ough, Ont, as recently as 
Wednesday. 

They have dropped out of 
sight since then, and their 
present whereabouts are un¬ 
known. 

The other two suspects, the 
brothers Karleton and Dwight 
Armstroitg, 22 and 19 respec¬ 
tively, both of Madison, Wis., 
were stopped Thursday night 
by police in Little Falls, N.V., 
but due to a combination of 
errors were not held. 

They left Little Falls on a 
westbound highway that could 
have taken (hem to Canada in 
about two hours. 

LitUe Falls police stopped 
the Armstrongs because the 
stolen car they were driving 
had a dragging muffler. 

Dwight Armstrong identi¬ 
fied himself by name and pro¬ 
duced his drivers Uclcnse as 
proof of Identity. His compan¬ 
ion gave Fine's name but was 
later identified from photo¬ 
graphs as Karleton Arm¬ 
strong. The two said they 
were going to Utica, N.Y.. to 
visit Burt. 

They were allowed lo pro¬ 
ceed because Little Falls po¬ 
lice had not yel received fed¬ 
eral fliers on them—they are 
now on the FBI's “most want¬ 
ed” list—and the car was not 
recogrfocd as stolen because 


of a computer operator’s er¬ 
ror. 

The operator, seeking infor¬ 
mation from a data bank, 
punched the number of the 
car as GED-37 instead of 
GEP-37—the number of their 
car, which had been ’ re¬ 
ported stolen Thursday 
morning in north White 
Plains, N.Y. ... 

A car carrying all four sus¬ 
pects was stopped at a road¬ 
block In Wisconsin two hours 
after the bombing, but police 
lei them go when they said 
they were on their way to a 
summer resort 

Potts said ihe mounties’ in¬ 
formation placed Fine and 
Burt in Peterborough from 


5unday lo Wednesday of this 
week. He would not reveal the 
nature of the information or 
say why it took so long to 
verify it 

A letter fou.il by the FBI, 
purportedly sent a week, ago 
Friday to a youth with whom 
Fine had been living in Madi¬ 
son, said Fine and Burt were 
“in New York with good con¬ 
nections and ready to bead 
for Canada.” 

The letter also contained an 
“urtferground" communique 
boasting af the attack on the 
laboratory and accepting the 
"terrible responsibility" for 
the death of Use researcher 
who was killed In the bomb¬ 
ing.

Reading an entry form for 
a gymkhana, horse show, 
grail ride, parade or playday 
can be a real problem for 
some people — especially 
when classes are listed as 
“open,” “novice," “green," 
etc. 

It could be embarrassing to 
enter a class mistaken for 
something else nnd this has 
happened. 

A couple weeks ago a se¬ 
nior riding In a San Jose 
horse show entered the 
“Western Pleasure, Green” 
class. When he entered the 
arena he thoght he had done 
the right thing — riding in the 
pleasure class dressed com¬ 
pletely in green'. 

To avoid possible embar¬ 
rassment and understand en¬ 
try forms, the following defi¬ 
nitions may prove helpful: 

• “Open" — anyone may 
ride in the class regardless of 
age, wins, etc. 

• “Malden” — this refers 
to a horse which has not won 
a bhie ribbon at any show In 
the event for which he is en¬ 
tered. The term is applied to 
marc, stallion and gelding 
classes. 

• “Novice"—a horse which 
has not won more than three 
blue ribbons at any show in Ihe 
event for which he Centered 
The animal may have nine red 
ribbons and two blues, but the 
accumulated total for blues 
alone is not over three. Some 
shows will change this and If 
so, the change will be shown 
on the bottom of the entry 
form. 

• “First Year Green” or 
"Green” — horse which has 
not been shown in any per¬ 
formance event at any show 
prior to the current year. The 
animal could be 15 years old 
or 3 years old, but if he has 
not shown in any perform¬ 
ance event prior to the cur¬ 
rent year, the horse is still 
considered “green." 

• “Senior Horse” five 
years of age or older. 


• "Junior Horse" — four 
years of age or younger. 

• “Senior Rider" - a horse 
18 years of age or older (19 in 
Quarter Horse classes) on Jan. 
1 of the current year, 

• “Junior Rider" — a ri¬ 
der 17 years of age or young¬ 
er (18 in Quarter Horse 
classes) on Jan. I of Ihe cur¬ 
rent year. 

• "Post” or “Post Entry" 
— entry made the day ot the 
show at the show grounds. 
Usually all shows have post 
entries which arc a penalty 
fee of a dollar or more for not 
entering a class before the 
cut-off or deadline dale. The 
amount of the post will de¬ 
pend on the show. Gymk¬ 
hanas are usually cheaper 
than horse show post en¬ 
tries.

WHEN FILLING out an en¬ 
try form for a particular 
show, read the ground rules 
and also sign the release 
clause at the bottom. 

The signed release clause 
along with a check nr money 
order always have to be 
mailed together. 

A junior rider's parents or 
guardian must sign the re¬ 
lease clause before the entry 
will be accepted by the show 
management or secretary.

Three hJgb-poinl trophies 
will be awarded at the con¬ 


clusion of the show, one for 
each age group. A first-place 
trophy and ribbon is offered 
for each class. 

Only ribbons wilt be given 
through sixth place. 

The show is a CSHA' sanc¬ 
tioned event and will be run 
according to CSHA roles. The 
entry fee is J2.M per class 
wilh post $) per class. Entries 
close Sept. 27.
